menced his term of office as Chief E x e c u t i v e . 
Without any great ado he is proceeding methodically to pul 
into effect the recommendations made in his speech of acceptance 
on A ugust l l , 1928. 
It seems that same characteristic of effi­ 
ciency that marked H erbert Hoover as an engineer, and a food 
adm inistrator will be dominant in his adm inistration of the office 
o f President of the United States. 
It is generally understood that he approves the house a g ri­ 
cultural bill that provides for the appropriation of $500,000,009 
as a revolving fund to be used by the federal farm board in its 
work of attem pting to place the industry of agricultuie on a more 
profitable basis. 
In his m essage to congress on Tuesday President Hoover 
stated, as he did in his acceptance speech last August, that the 
agricultural industry in this country has not kepi pace in pros­ 
perity or standards of living with other lines of industry. 
He be­ 
lieves that a federal farm board, with powers delegated to it so it 
can function efficiently and supplied with the necessary funds, 
ought to be able to do much to reorganize the m arketing system 
of agriculture fin a more stable basis. 
President Hoover desires 
to see the farm problem taken from the realm of politics into the 
field of economics arid of course that is where it belongs. 
The farm problem is something altogether too big and of too 
much vital importance to the whole nation to be used as a political 
football. 
As President Hoover states in his m essage "the difficulties 
of agriculture can not be cured in a day.” 
Hut fo r the first time 
since this farm problem arose we seem to have a man in the White 
House who recognizes the situation, has definite suggestions to 
offer for the solution, and who has the courage and determination 
to use every means within his power to the end that at least a 
beginning is made.
